United States A t­ 
torney J. W. Ady and Attorney K. 
E. Howard representing the inter­ 
state commerce commission, asking 
that the Missouii Pacific Railway 
Co. be enjoined from charging dis­ 
criminatory 
freight 
rates 
against 
Wichita, and the petition makes a 
special comparison of the rates ex­ 
isting between St. Louis and Omaha 
and St. Louis and Wichita. 
The 
Missouri 
Pacific 
operates 
lines from St. Louis to each of these 
points and the distance is greater to 
Omaha, yet the charges on all classes 
of freight to and from Wichita are 
considerably in excess of the Oma­ 
ha charges.
